SPAIN'S NEW CABINET. 

Sagttsta Will Continue to Leod and the 
Policy Will be 'Vigorous Warfare. 

Madrid, Jfay 15.— (AHn Paris.)— .-Ml the 
iiiep bers of the Spanish cabinet have 
resigned. Senor Sagastii will to-night 
communiciUe the situation to the Queen 
Kcgent. who Avill entrust him with the 
t:i!*k of forming a new ministry. 

It is olBcially declared that tlie new 
ministry when formed will continue to 
inosecute the war to the utmost. 

London, May. 1.".— A despatch to the 
Times from Madrid, which will be puh- 
ished to-morrow, coulirms the ollicial 
denial at: the Spanish c:ipital that the 
crbiiiet changes are coiiiii'cted with a 
peace movement. The 'J'imes corres- 
pondent says: "The conclusion to iie 
drawn from th(> reorganization that they 
are seeking a peaceful solution of the 
quoBtion has for the moment been aband- 
oned and, the war will be prosecuted vig- 
orously. Tliere was a prolonged cabinet 
meeting this afternoon dealing with the 
cii.'-is, and several point:; were practical- 
ly settled. Seiior Sagastu, tliougli weak 
ill heallli, renuiins president of the coun- 
cil of Jiiinisters, becnuso the Liberals 
ar(! iu a majority in the chamber and it 
would ho inconvenient to have a cabinet 
chief, however distinguished, who is not 
chief of the Liberal party. Four min- 
isters. Senors Gulloin, Bermejo, Morot 
and Xiciiienta, will retire, partly for por- 
s( mil reasons and partly because of dif- 
ferences on important politics. .Senor S.i- 
giista will choose the stnmgest Liberals 
he can find, but several of tlie strongest, 
notably Senor Gainazo, have intimated 
thnt they will not -take olllce at present. 
It is hoped and expected that General 
Correa, who has valuable qualifications 
for his present iiost, will remain." 

Madrid, "Jlay .lO. — .S(.nor Sagasta this 
aflernooii formally handed the re--*igiia- 
lion of the ministry to the Queen lie- 
gent, who charged bira to form a new 
cabinet.

The McUnlloch also reports that tlie 
Philippine insurgents applied to. .Hear 
Admiral Dewey for his approval.- :o£ fln, 
attack by* them uiwn the eit.v. .''ThtfAd- 
mirnI, it appears, approved of the:plau, 
provided no excesses were t cpnimltted; 
The insurgents tlien pleaded thnti thwr 
had no anns, witli the exception . of . 
machetes, to which tlie Admiral repliedr' 
"Help yourselves at the Cavite arsenal." 

The city of ilanila has not yet been 
attiicked. About 5,t)()0 Spanish troops 
are gtiarding the road leading from Ca- 
vite to Manila.

This stand is taken 
on account of existing relations between 
the United States and Hawaii. .The exe- 
cutive consider that a i)roclainntion of 
neutrality would be a breach of good 
faith.

Nothing Decisive Probable While Cer- 
vere's Fleet Exists and American 
Army in Process of Making. 

London, May 17.— The Times this 
morning says: "The indecisive nature 
of tlio United States measures against 
Cuba and Porto Kico and the moral 
effect exercised b.v the sudden a|)pear 
ance of the Spanish fleet have restored 
the confidence of the Spanish people and 
encouraged them to continue the strug 
gle. We do not believe tliat Spain will

Chilcat & Barneson had tiuisiieJ worli dm 
another large stem wheeler and a goodly 
sized freight boat for tlieinselves; wliilo 
at Ounatasica tlie Ahislia Oonimorciul 
Co. had eoniploto<I oonstrui tion of a fleet 
of fine stern wheel steamers, 'MO feet 
long and elegantly fitted, besides a num- 
ber ot freightefs capable of hanilling 
400 or 500 tons each. At Captain's Bay, 
tlie reside'it mid M-in . n l- iit ' f Alt. 
Ijlebes, of San Francisco. Cap'ain 
AVhitelaw, the famous wrecker, had oilier 
rivi.'r steamers well on the way to com- 
pletion, and liere also the Alaska Coiu- 
niercial Co. were adding a lu'at little 
ste.am schooiior to their licet.

Of 
the vessels spoiccn by the Bristol during 
her stay in the North, the brig Courtney 
For<J and the schooner W. R. Wright 
were at Dutch Harbor, the ship Sintram 
wa« discharging materials at Captain s 
Bay for 'Whitelaw's construction work; 
the Bertha and a thrce-nmsted sulioou'-r 
Avere leaving Ounalaska: and 'he ^Jiip 
Harry Jlorso was spokeif and si en in 
Yakutau Passage, crowded with Klou- 
dikors and bound toy Dutch Hariior— 
presumably to build a steamer there for 
the carrying of these passengers up the 
river. 'I'iie steam whaler Alexander had 
called at Dutch Harbor from San I''raii- 
ciseo, and the nproeeiHlcd on hei- <-niisi' 
in the Heliring sea; while the Tnitcd 
States ship Hear was still at Ounnbisk:', 
although preparing ti> eontiiuie Icr voy 
aL"> North at about the end of thi> iire- 
seiit month. St. Mieliael's is b.er des- 
tination, and it is expected that by the 
time she arrives at tli(> Yukon gateway 
citv the iee-iirisiincd wiiiilors, to rescue 
whom she was despatched North, will 
have been communicated with by the 
licntcnaut and doctor of the ship who 
volunteered to go to Point Barrow over 
the ice, and transported in some way to 
the mouth of the river.

NOT A DEFICIT. 

Mi-iiil)or.s on Ixith sides of tlie house 
t.'ilk of the "delieit" iit the end of thi' 
present nnti next liseul years. 'J'here will 
Ijo no (lutieit, that is not what is oidiu- 
nrily meant Iiy a detieit. When people 
lalU of a (lelieit, what they mean is that 
the ordinary expenditures are greater 
than tlie ordinary revenue. This is not 
the case in British Columbia. If a mer- 
fhaiit. takes in .'JIOO.OOO a year and ex- 
IHiids .fHO.lHlO he has a surplus of .SHV- 
000; And if ho borrows .foCOOO and puis 
it into new stock, he does not eouvort 
his surplus into a deficit of ?40,000. Ilis 
Hiiriilus remains the same. lie has 
>;n"ater liabilities than before, but he 
has more assets. That is how it is with 
the province. Its public works are its 
assets and tnoney out of loans o.vpended 
on them ou;i;ht not to be added to the 
expense side of the aceount unless tin.' 
amount of the loans goes to Uiq, revenue 
side. As a matter of policy, ordinary 
and extraordinary osponditures ought to 
lie kept separate, lint tlioy never have 
been in this provinee. Government mem- 
bers have been careless in following the 
opposition In using the woi'd *'delicil," 
whieli is misleading and is employed by 
the opposition for the purpose of mis- 
leading the pulilie. 

Jf the publie accounts for the present 
year wi>re taken and every item properly 
chargeable to capital were taken out and 
only the rem.-iincler were charged agiiiust 
revenue, there woidd be found to be a 
surplus, which has bi'en used in meeting 
evpeiidilures properly chargeable to capi- 
tal. In other words the province has a 
BurpUis every year and is expending that 
surplus in nioeting capital expenditures, 
that is in additions to the as'sets of the 
jiroviuce. This view of the case ought 
to be kept to the front, for we are satis- 
fied that comparatively few p(>ople have 
it in mind. It is a matter of very great 
imp(>rtanc(> that the impression that the 
province has had a series of deiicits to 
meet should not be allowed to go aliroad 
willioul the explanation given above. 



UUIE PROVINCIAL KXl-ENDITUKB 

' In bis speech on the supplementary es- 
timates yesterday, Mr. Semliu said that 
be could see nothing in the province to 
warrant the large outlay to which the 
government stands pledged. In these 
few words the lender of the oppositiuii 
stated the difference between the two 
wide.s of the house. The governmnt and 
its suppoi-ters believe -that the needs and 
prospects of the British Columbia war- 
rant extraordinary expenditures at the 
IHi'sent time: the opposition does not. or 
at least claims that it. does not. which 
amounts to the same thing. There is no 
middle ground. Either the natural re- 
sources of British Columbia are such as 
to warrant liberal expenditure in public 
works for its development, or they are 
not. If tlioy are, then the policy of the 
government deserves the support of the 
electors; if the are not, if the province 
has reached the ticme of its advance and 
all that we are warranted in doing is to 
sit witli folded hands and wait the slow- 
progress tliat can be made out of tlte 
expenditure of* such surjdus of taxation 
*a8 may be available after the ordinary 
expense cost of ailminislering the govern- 
ment lias been provided lor, then the 
voters will do right to comlenin the pres- 
ent ministry for the policy it has adopted 
in this regard. 

We do not desire the word "extraordin- 
ary," as apidied to oxpenditur(> to be mis- 
iindcrsloo<l. By it is meant those out- 
lays which would not bo necessary if the 
province were standing still and no pri-))- 
aration or provision had to be made 
for expansion. For such expenditures 
the revenue of the province is anii'ly 
sullicient. If the voters should delermini' 
that a non-progressive policy should pre- 
A'uil 4nd that all the government ouglit to 
ask the legislature to do should be to 
Keep things going just as thi\v are, m;ik- 
ing- iio new roads, building no new 
bridges^ erecting no new school houses, 
court houses and other ' phhiic iiistitti- 
tions, assisting no new railways, uuiking 
no provision for tin- needs of new and 
as yet poor localities, it would doubtless 
be possible to so cut Aown expenditures 
that the taxes might be considerably re- 
duced. Ii the legislature of this prov- 
ince should follow the example of those 
of the other provinces and cast the e.v- 
peiige- of Binintonance of public works 
and' biiildiiigs, thiit' of administration of 
justice for thi> most part .and a large 
hliarc of the cost of education upon tlie 
localities in which those services iire per- 
loriued, it would be possible greatly to 
reduce the annual estimates. The lion, 
provincial secretary has on , several oc- 
casions pointed out in the house that 
about ,f2()0,()l)0 will meet the otitlav fr.r 
public njpairs to [inblic works. The op- 
position members think this amount is 
Hmnll; but Col. Baker believes -it to; be, 
niiiple/'iiiid doubtless he is correct.- For 
the purpose of the argimient wciiirc no^v! 
making it Would be bettiir to assuiue Ihiiti 



he underestinmtes tlie amount, but we 
will accept his ligures. If to this .'JUOd,- 
(101) wi> .-uld that portion of tlij cost 'if 
the administration of justice, of educ:i- 
tlbn apd of the maintenance of hospitals 
and institutions, which in other provinces 
are borne by the municipalities, wi- will 
get at least .'•;,")()0,()l)l) which udght be cur 
off the annual ai>propriations made by 
the legislature; but such a reduction 
would iu)t lessen the taxes a dollar, for 
the expense would have to !>.• met just 
the same, only out of taxes colleclcd ai d 
expended lot'ally. It is big'i'y .lesirab'e 
that the people should realize iheso 
facts. The ordinary oxi)euditure of Brit- 
ish Columbia includes fully halt a riiillion 
dollars, which imder the system in fon-o 
ill every other province wou'd be m :t 
by the local county or township organ- 
izations. A large portion of the cost of 
carrying, on the general goveruineat -s 
also due to the fact that th? c.spi^ndi- 
tures in (lucstion are regulated rr-)m A'ic- 
toria. If the whole province wi're or;:i'.u- 
izod into counties or townsliips and the 
cost of repairs to public works and the 
other items mpntionod nbcvo were 
thrown upon them, as is the ciise in oth- 
er provinces, the annual expenditure of 
administering the provincial government 
(ouNl doubtless be induced by upwards 
of .'?(!00,000; but wo repeat that the taxes 
of the people would not be r<'duce'i by 
that anio'unt, liecause local taxali >n 
would be necessary to jueet the liabili- 
ties tluis thrown upon the several loc.-ili- 
ties. A^'e mention this matter only in 
liassing for the information of those per 
Mills who may not In- aw.ire why a prov 
iuce of such a limited iiopuiation calls 
lor such large nniouiits tor e-dinary ex- 
penditure. Extraordinary exiKMidit ure 
means something outside of tli se things. 
It means new public works, soiuo of 
which may seem far ahead of the re 
iiuiremeuts of the locality in which they 
are made. Such expenditures are made 
on the faith of the future, and we re 
peat that if none of these were to be 
undertaken it would bo po.ssiblo to re 
diice m.'iterially the taxes of the people. 

What swells tlie expenditure of the 
province tutd makes it necessary to bor- 
row money is the demand for extraor- 
dinary outlays; that is for works and 
services in anticipation of increased poii- 
ulation, increased business prosperity 
and heuce increased revenue. '.Che gov- 
ernment believes such expenditures are 
warranted by the great resources of tin- 
province. Mr. Seinlin speaking for the 
opposition declares that they are not. \\'e 
do not tliink that any friqpd of the gm - 
ernment will fear the result of an aii- 
peal to the people upon this issue. 

lint while Mr. Seinlin and the gentle- 
men who vote witli him are fraui; 
enough with tlieir avowal of the gen- 
eral proposition, , to which he gave ex- 
pression yesterday, when it comes down 
to extraordinary expenditures for their 
own constituencies, they become converts 
to the government policy. Mr. Graliam, 
for exanrple. is eager enough to have 
extraordinary expenditures made in ICast 
Vale; .Mr. Kellie thinks fh.-y are all 
right in North Kooteuay; the iiiemlie-.'^ 
from the Fraser valley believe thoy are 
necessary in that part of the province. 
The whole opposition army can be cap- 
tured ill detachments on the govern- 
luent proposition if it is contincd in its 
application to the localities which thc>y 
represeiit. It is only when it is applied 
to the province as a whole that thi'v 
lii'conie reactionary. If now and then, 
lor the sake of variety, some geiitlem:iii 
on the li>ft of Mr. Speaker would rise in 
his place and iirotest against an expendi- 
ture in ills own coiistitiieiicy, because 
there was nothing in that part of the 
province to warrant it; if .Mr. Semliii, 
lor iuslaiu-i', would object to any fur- 
ther exlraordin;iry expenditure in -Vorlli 
Yale on the ground that he could 
nothing there to warrant it, we would 
feel compelled to credit him with siiic(>r- 
:ly, though at the ex|ieiise of his judg- 
ment. But wo never hear anything ot 
this kind. In private the gentlemen of 
the opposition are like the horse leech' 
daughters. Their cry is "(Jive, give." 
It is only when they talk to the country 
that tJiey become the incarnation of 
economy and cr.v out for retrenchment. 
We suppose that while politicians are 
politicians these inconsistencies must be 
expected; but the people would think 
more of those who are guilty of them 
if, in attacking the government for do 
ii;g what they in private ask to be done, 
they would not belittle the future pros- 
pects of the province, as Mr. Semliii did 
yesterday, or degry its credit, as Mr. 
Graham did. We repeat that the largo 
outlays of this year and next year nr.? 
based upon faith in the future of the 
province and a realization of the urgent 
iHcd.s of the present. No friend of the 
government ought to feel called uiwn to 
apologize for them. They are niade in 
resiionsi' to popular demand and in ac- 
cordance with the views entertained by 
nine-tenths of the people us to the re- 
sources and capabilities of British Col- 
umbia. 



IMAGINATION AS A FORCE. 

(Jecil Ithodes, speaking at a meeting ot 
the .'^oiilli African (Jliartereil company, 
referred to the great projects which he 
said meant ".Vfrica for (freat llritaiii." 
His enthusiasm provokc'd a smile, where- 
upon he added that what ho predicted 
might seem like a flight of the imagina- 
tion; but such things were the practical 
facts of Anii'riciin develoiiment. Rhodes 
is working to accoiupirsh. a groat ambi- 
tion, which he confessed in the words 
above quoted. It may be a dream, but it 
is on such dreiims that the I'ouiidiitions 
of empires rest. 

Canada needs iinaginiition and entlmsi- 
asm. Wluit. those two. fcfjces hiifo dpnt) 
for the TInltod Stiibs It would bo I'm- 
possihle to measure. The poet who sang: 

"No pent-up Utica contracts our pow- 
ers; . • . 

A wliole ui)h9giid(5<J;coiU is ours, 
sounded 4h.o ^keynote: of ' the nuirvellous 
progress wlilclr liis country has enjoyed. 
WeVdo.not say-that ho gave the move- 



ments its original impetus, for tliat would 
be untrue; but he certainly caught the 
spirit of it and helped forward it more 
than any act of congress that ever was 
liassed. We all recall '|fthe;Tc.\prossion 
"liCt me make the ballads of a nation, 
mid 1 care not who makes its laws." It 
is on the same principle that we say that 
the man wlio catches the imagination ot 
the people by a phrase, which chimes 
with the beating of the national heart, 
introduces n new factor into the uatioiial 
life. 'AfC find an example of this in the 
Doniiuiou in 1S78, when Sir .lohn Mac- 
(loiiald told the people that he was about 
to inaugurate a "national policy." The 
phrase caught the. imagination of the 
people.' No one was quite sure what it 
meant, probably Sir .Tolin as little as any 
one. Certainly some memorable tele- 
grams, which ho sent out before the 
election, show that at that time it was 
not intended to be whtit it finally became. 
But the iieople' wanted something of the 
kind. The confederation of the British 
North American colonies had been ac- 
complished and Canada had boon written 
across the maps from ocean to ocean. 
The people felt that they pos.-essed a 
nation. What better could be ofrered 
them than a national policy '^ By the 
way, the expression, "From Ocean to 
Oci'an," was another that appealed to 
Ihe imagination of the people and did 
inui-h towards making the taxpayers 
leaily to assume the burden of the Ciin- 
ndiaii I'acilic. 

(-.'anada needs a new stimulus to the 
imagination of her people, and the man 
who is tortuiiate enough to discover it 
will control the future. The headers in 
public life are to-day simply ;ilayiiig 
"walking parts" upon the stage. Tliey 
arc filling a gap. For a time it looked 
as if Sir Wilfrid J>aurier was about tu 
speak the new watchword; but he did 
not, and probably the reason was that 
the thought of the people had not crys- 
tallized itself, so that expression could 
1)0 given to it. AVe thiiik tlio new word 
will soon bo spoken, for there are indi- 
cations that the new deiiartiire is at 
hand. What will be its nature, and 
which .of the liien now in public life will 
spealj it?

Since tlie agitation for a railway from 
Teslin Lalse to a seaport on the British 
Columbia coast has been under way 
there has been considemble cohtroversy 
as to the best port on the coast as 
tcruiiiius for tjio railway. To settle the 
matter the provincial government sent 
(Hit engineers to e.xplore '.he dilVerent 
passages, and the resnlt of llie.se ( xplora 
tory surveys shows that there is n( 
scarcity of available routes from tlie 
seaboard to the wide valley running from 
the Skeena to the Stikine. 'riie result 
of the trip of the jiarty sent out to e\ 
plore the Kitiniaat route lias already 
iieeii published, while Jlr. Marhood has 
just returned from his trip through the 
Iiasses leading from Portland inlet, Ob- 
servator.v and Hastings arms are, he 
says, out of the questioa, but .\lice arm, 
the other liig stretch of water extanding 
in land from Portland inlet, is, in his 
opinion, the best terminus for the nil- 
Canadian railway from the Yukon. For 
several mile.s back from salt wat»3r there 
is a stretch of flat oouatry, the delta of 
the mountain streams emptying into the 
arms, wliilo further in there are no phys 
ical conditions which are not mot v,'Ith in 
evtMyday railway building.

I have spok- 
en to more than one eminent engineer 
and they believe that a great deal (d the 
damage was dir(!Clly caused by the con- 
duct of the Dominion government. They 
allowed a railway bridge to be construct- 
ed over the river and. it is held by the 
engineers I refer to that but for that 
bridge there would have been no des- 
truction. This being the case, surely it 
the business of the Dominion to have 
preserved the banks. However, it was 
no use letting houses and lainl go to 
destruction because the Dominion would 
not act. Therefore, we steiiped into the 
breach and bore the bruat of the work, 
whucli has turned out to be very success- 
ful. Then conies a large approin-iation 
of .'j;2l,()(l(l for the completion of the new 
wing at the insane asyUim. When the 
house was in session last yi^ar it was not 
known that the sudden emergency would 
arise for this wing, but it had to 'oe un- 
dertaken owing to tlie oro.vded st;ite of 
the institution. It was indeed a work 
of emergency and humanity, and the gov- 
ernment would have been derelict if it 
had not undertaken it. The public 
school buildings have some 517,000 down 
to them of whii^h .fO.SOO is for 
RoHsland and even then there 
is hardly enough. Uossland, Trail, 
Kaslo, Clinton, Stevest.ni, Nelson, ;\Iaple 
Kiilge, Ainsworth and other [ilaccs in 
the lu'ovinee are looked after in the list 
and there is a sum of ."itlt.dOO for reiiiiir.s 
or other work required on .schools 
throughout the province. Under dyking 
works provided for by the staiite last 
summer and owing to the tremendous 
amount of work .going on in the iron 
works owing to the rush of business, 
the government found they haci to ar- 
range for the iinrcliase of a dredge to 
prevent delay. This cost .^y.OOd 'uul it 
is a valuable asset paying more than the 
interest on the money. The completion 
of the work at the jails at Kamloops and 
Nelson took .1:13,000, as the work had to 
be finished and certainly it was neccs- 
sarj' to ijajr the workmen and not keep 
them waiting until this session is over 
for their money. Roads, streets and 
bridges account for .'!;r)7.000, largely for 
work in the mining districts rendered 
urgent by the increase in po];ulatioii. It 
includes the work on the Teslin Lake 
trail and also provides for work on the 
tJucsnelle-Oniineca trail ;iiid other neces- 
sary roads and trails; but this has not 
been s|ienl without a iitlnn-ity.

we cannot- hope to iretain popnlntioii. '

The ^lethodist conference resumed 
work ttt 0:80 a.m. yesterday, a good part 
of both morning nnd afternoon sessions 
liciiif; devoted to oommittoe.- WOrk. In 
tin? morning tluMe was a discrissioil' irs to 
the ba.siH of assessment for suiiernnnua 
tion fund and a i-osolutiun was forward 
ed to tlio general conference res])ectfiill.v 
re(|uosting tlial. if pQSsiblo n clause be 
niadc, .«() as not: to militate ngain.st the 
raising of missionary or other eonne.xion 
Jil funds. Rev. T.W. Hall, Dr. Kb.v, A. 10 
CJreeii, ,1. 1'. Howell, ^Ir. .Tessoj) ami 
others to<dc part .in the discussion, and 
Uev. Dr. .Sutherland also off(>red a few 
word.s Iiy way of shedding light on tlu 
tiillicult ies surrounding tin; ((iiestiun. 

On the conference coming to order at 
■I: |).n)., and miinu- miittei; being disposed 
of, Itev. .1. Woodswortli, superintendent 
of missions, s|)ol;e oa matters connected 
with domestic missions. The whole <ines 
tioii as it is now before tlu> (lilferent 
I'onl'erences was touchiNl un in view 
the approaching general conference. In 
the elearbst and most earnest manner 
Mr. Wootlsworth counselled caution and 
eare. The tendency to increase new 
missions nnd new men without sulllcient 
means at the back could only lead • to 
serious consoqueiicea. The Methodist 
cliurch must not undertake 'work, 
nnitler the urgency, more than funds 
would warrant. The address was much 
appreciated. 

Uev. Dr. SuHierlnnd al.so addressed tin 
conference, giving his <'onnrn)ation to all 
that hail been advanced. As is his wont, 
I.'r. Sulherland could nijt refrain from 
liuinoroiis and telling illustrations to 
press his jwints home. He strongly ad- 
vocated brakes being put ujjon the" mul- 
tiplying of missions, and thought that 
the conference might well send to the 
general <'onfercnee some reconiinendiition 
looking in the direetimi of eniiioweriiig 
the general conference to place restric- 
tions un multiplying missions as well as 
to facilitate tlie transfer of men from 
one conference to another. Dr. Suther- 
land also touched on the i|uestion of the 
division of the missiomiry fund, home 
and foreign funds respectively. He 
did not tldnk this would bring "the re- 
sult anticipated; it would not afford a iiy 
roiiof to the strain experienced on the 
home mission fields; nnd he persomilly 
would deprecate such a divlBion as being 
calculated to- weaken the missionary 
cause. But it Avns a matter that would 
conu' before the general conference and 
would have to be faced, and he trusted 
and prayed that the good Lord would 
guide to a right conclusion. The Doctor, 
who was KUll'oring from lioarf:cness, re- 
sult of a cold, hut whose address was 
very practical, touchi'd in his own ad- 
niirabl(> manner on different phases of 
the missionary question before tlie Meth- 
oihsi church. Needless to say his pe- 
nuries were receive<l with pleasuro'and 
prolit both. 

'J'herc W!is a good attendance at the 
temperance meeting at night to which 
special signilicance was imparted in view 
of the coming plebiwite. 

Vffer prayer by Kov. .7. Sanford. Rev. 
A. E. Green was the first speaker in- 
troduced by President Betts. He st.irted 
out by repeating what was said by some 
that -when the church says go the traf- 
fic will go! People must cast their votes 
an.d not stay' at home. Resolutions 
muuinted to little more than waste pa- 
per. Tile newspapers hide the evil of 
the tralllc by reporting merely "sudden 
■ - alir' when a man is really brought to 
sudde.'i death by drink. Moreover, it 
would seem, judging from his ob.serva- 
tKjns in the province, as if to become an 
'tlieial in the government service it was 
nec( .■-s.'iry to use much liquor. It was 
not a re<iuirement in the statute books, 
!(• was aware, but it was an unwritten 
law. \\\\\ th(. Christian peoi)le o|il!rit- 
ish f'ohimliia ini-rease the niaj(uWy- in 
favor of prohibitionV There would he 
a sliaight issue. As to the revenue and 
the seven millions derivi'd from the 
drink, (iladstone liad no fear that a so- 
ber people would ncjl give money to carry 
on an honest government under proliibi- 
tioH; instead of drink hunting the man, 
as now, the man would have to hunt the 
drink. 

Miss Bowes, on Ijchalf of the Women's 
Missionary society, followed with a 
touching tribute to the memory of Miss 
\\ illard— noblest of women, second only 
to the sovereign lady who is erowiieil 
Cjueen of the British Empire. Miss 
\Villnrd is crowned in heaven.. She stood 
for temperance— for every good cause, 
for protection of the lower animals, as 
well as man; for protection of the birds. 
.No bin! should he slain to decorate a 
l';'i.y"« head. .Miss Willard ami the W. 
(!. 'I'. U.'s great menage ran— total ab- 
.'■acnance for the individual, protection 
for the home, prohibition tor Hie nation. 
IJeferring to tlie maminotli petition now 
at Ottawa und_er the auspices of the \V. 
f'. T. U.. measuring sevi'u miles long, 
he trusted it would be regarded as indi- 
cating that the women of tlu- world were 
in I'avor of proliiliilion. Miss Boni-s 
app.'alcd to every Christian woman to 
carry on tlie work begun bv Miss \\ \\- 
aru, who organized. the lirsi W. ('. T I' 
la Victoria, 

Bcv. W. H. Barraclougli, B..\., was 
the third speaker and touched on three 
stages of the temperance agitation— tin' 
pra of moral suasion, of restrictive legis- 
lalion, of prohibitive legislation. Ueal- 
mg with the liceiKje act, the speaker 
showed that it.i fliree provisions wore 
evaded. Jlinors— cliildren in this prov- 
ince of S jind .10 and VI. as lie <'ouI.l 
testify, were made the worse of liipior. 
Indians he had himself seen in saloons, 
taking liquor with others, ami drink 
could he obtained away into tlie night 
and ail day .Sunday— the law to the con- 
trary nolwillistaiMling. What was want- 
ed was actual, positive preliibition. The 
lici.'iise act was nselens and mischievous; 
we sliDiild b(> better witJiont it. It maile 
the saloon respectable, whereas it should 
be e.vecrated. There must be no sicUlv 
fentinient. A Alethodist must be ready 
to be Ifiniwii as»a proliibitioiiist, ready to 
hear any ol)li<iuy which an out and <iiit' 
attitude will involve. 

Kev. Dr. Sutherland brought the in- 
toiestlng ineetint* to a. close with nn ad- 
nross besprinkled with , humor andeffec- 
tne stories. Of this description was his 
oponiiig rcforeuco to the nbtieoi "Tros- 
pussprs, , prepare for eternity,"- wlilch th(> 
man, liked because It had a religious feel- 
ing. and. jueant business. So- now, -temper- 



ance people meant business— for the first 
time — and the liciuor trallic must take 
notice that it must prepare for eternity! 
The statesman asked — was it right? The 
politician was dominated by the idea of 
lieing smart; the one worked- for his 
country, the other for his party. The 
nudto of the one was the good of the 
people; the other the spoils to tlie victcn-. 
Tbe Doctor referre<l to the dill'erent 
methods short of ..actual prohibition that 
had been .-tried -with' 'but : indifferent or 
actual failure. We shall have to bo pre- 
pared, with strong argunienfa. Society 
liad a right to protect itself against'imy- 
thiug it believed to be injurious. The 
Doctor made a strong nrraignnient of tic 
iniquity of ine(iuality in allowing saloini 
l;eepers to vote and yet say to a woman 
that she should have no vote even to 
protect her boy. He wishwl the women 
had votesi If they hadn't they could 
still turn their inllueuce to good account 
in seeing tliat their husbands voted right.

All the city fathers 
were in attendance and harmony pr(!- 
vaiied on every «vibioet except tlie Wa- 
ter Works Loan by-law and the relative 
attention each ward was receiving. On 
this latter matter .\ld. .MacGregor start 
ed tlie bait going by stating that the con 
dition of Centre ward was a disgrace. 

Before the proceedings of the even 
iag comim^nced the Mayor - nnnoun..>ed 
that there were no infectious cases in th 
Isolation Hospital. 

Mr. (!. A. Ilolhrnd, of Oie B. G. Land 
1^ Investment Company, comolained of 
the bad sewerage at the corner of Cn 
boro and Fowl . Bay roads and asked 
tliat something be done at once to' roin- 
edy the (?vil as the company could not 
rent their houses in cons(Kineiice. Tlu 
letter was referred to the sanitary olli- 
cer and city engineer for reiicrt. 

Tho^ Dominion Publishing Company, 
ol' Toronto, wrote asking that the five 
photographs of Victoria iiroinised by last 
year's council be forwardetl as they are 
iiliout to complete their worl;, "Canad-.i 
from Ocean to Ocean," The communi- 
cation was referred to the Mayor aud 
finance committee with power to act. 

l'''roni lh(.' city c(nincil of Naiciimo 
came an invitation to the hoard to attend 
the celebralimi of the Qucen'a birthday 
111 that city. The invitation was re- 
ceived with tliaiiks. 

City Engineer Wilmot reported tint in 
accordance with a resolution of the oouii- 
cil at tlie last general meeting the east 
and -west filter beds weri' lillei! wit'i wa- 
ter to as grout a depth as the Iieight of 
the water in the loke would permit, wirh- 
out entirely cutting off supp'y t-.i the 
city while the bods remained full. The 
cbjcct of the test was to nscertain if 
the walls were sniliciontly tight to alhuv- 
ot' one filter bed being cleaned while flie 
others were in use. "The w^-ter," the 
leport states, "was turned into the cast 
and west filter beds on Tuesday laft, the 
centre one lieing empty and reached 
lis greatest height, which was iboat live 
feet above laiicl surface, during Tu-'sday 
night, in wliidi condition they remained 
alter the works were visit-id by your 
worship, several niemliers of the nider- 
manic board aud others on Wedn-isday 
afternoon. When the city undertoi)k 
the work in connection with the lilter 
i)eds, that have recently been ci-mpleted, 
the walls were in such a leaky cou'lition 
thot, when one was empty and an ad- 
joining one tilled, water leaked throimli 
into the filtering sand, causini; it to bail 
up, and disturbing.it to such .in exti'iit 
as to render the beds Tinworltnbte. 

"The object of the work undertaken 
by the city was to make the wall.-i sutli- 
ciontiy tight to enable the fi'tors to be 
elliciently used. That this was successful- 
attained wos fully demonstrated iiy the 
test referred to, as well as by a former 
test applied a few days previously. On 
neither occasion was there any leakage 
that would in the least interfere witii tlie 
v.ork of cleaning the empty bed, or 
cause any disturbance in the fiUeriiig 
siiud and in both eases the water 'i, the 
beds, ou each side of the empty ene, 
was higher than would eve.- be usi.'d 
when the tilters are in operation." 

The report, together with mother of 
the first tost niade,ywcre rcceive-.l and 
placed on file. } 

The city assessor r_'conimen-.led Hint a 
place on Pheasant f erect be altered and 
the report was referred to '.iio building 
inspector. 

Simon Leiser and throe others, resi- 
dents of Pandora street, asked Unit the 
council take immediate stops to do away 
with the partially burned building be- 
longing to Mrs. Droskowite and r.iso to 
abate a sewerage nuisance near the -Jew- 
ish synagogue. 

Aid. Williams wanted the oouucil to 
take prompt action in the matter but .ild. 
McCandless and the Mn.vor explained 
wliy tlie matter would have to go 
ttiri)ugli tlie usual form. 

I'etitions were received asking fcM' a 
sidewalk from Pine street to Bc'.roii 
avenue and for an extension ot Ibe 
water line on l'"'owl Bay road. Tin- 
former was referred to the street com- 
mittee and the latter to the water (;oin- 
niissioiier for reports. 

The special coinniitteo recommen-led 
that several changes be made in the 
water rates and tlie re])ort was taided. 

Next came reports from the slreet and 
finance coinniittee. both being adoptoil 
after a sum of .$.")(K) for blasting pur- 
poses on the Gorge road was deducted 
from the accounts, leaving them

The Waterworks and Cemetery by-laws 
were finally passed Aid. Humher.Phillips 
and Williams voted against tlie Water 
Works by-law, contending that the wa- 
led should be turned on and the lilter 
beds used before money is siH'nt on 
them. 

Aid. Kinsman would not prevent liie 
passing of tlie liy-law in coniK-il as ihat 
W(nild idace his opinion against that of 
the city engineer, Init !it the .iaine time 
he was not altogether in accord with it,-; 
ideas. 

After fixing the voting day for the 
by-hiwB for Tuesday, Mjiy 21, the council 
adjourned.

Uuder the Laws as They 
Exist.

An Exnmincr-.Tournnl special from 
IJinvsoii, l)oiii'in;r ilute of tliL- l-ltli April, 
iuid probiilily Uui very latest iiows iroiu 
the KlonUike luelropolis, coutuius the 
following lutereating news: 

Gold has heen found in rather suiiiU 
Cluiintities in the ^I'livel deposits be- 
lioatli the streets of Duwsou. The dis; 
covery was made several days' ago by 
a miner in the employ of a local broker. 
A shaft was sunlt iu a lot immediately 
behind the uiuiu business block of Daw- 
sou. Course f,'old, raiiKinK Ij'oiii a few- 
heavy colors to thirty cents to the imn 
was found. 

Three weeks ago the gold commissioner 
gave to a party of local speculators the 
riglit to prospect the present townsite of 
Dawson. Several holes were sunk in a 
slough that marks the eastern, limit of 
tlio reserve occuiiied by the North West 
Mounted Police. If anything was found 
iu these shafts no one but those in the 
ring knew of it, for as soon as the bed- 
lock was reached the gravel was im- 
mediately shoveled back into the hole. 
Then a shaft was begun behind the 
business centre of the town and it was 
there that the prospects wei-o found. Sev- 
eral pans ranging from a cent or two to 
Jifteen- were washed and when bedrocli 
was reached thirty cents to the pan was 
found. 

The news of tlie discovery leaked out 
iu a greatly magniliod form and spread 
like wild-lire. A stsimpede was begun 
in the uiglit and wlion Dawson awoke 
and rubbed its eyes on "the following 
morning it saw a maze of tangle<l stakes 
and corner posts tlnit reached from one 
end of tie town to tlie otlier and from 
the hills to the Yukon. The stanipeders 
paid little heed to the building lots of 
otJiers and the strips of laml set aside 
for public highways. All of these were 
staked during the night. 

When the stampeders went to record 
the gold commissioner told them tliat 
since he granted the special permission 
to prospect on the' townsite a copy of 
the new laws had been received in I)aw- 
son and that there was a clause prohibit- 
ing tlie staking, or rccordiug, of mining 
claims on townsites. Uiwci the strength 
of this law the commissioner refused to 
record, and whatever gold may lie frozen 
in the gravel bcneatli the streets of Daw- 
son must remain there until the town is 
eventually deserted. 

The formation e.xposed in the Dawson 
shaft shows plainly the fact that the 
present townsite was fuice a bar of the 
Yukon river. The alluvial deposit ex- 
posed is i)reeisely the same formation 
shown in the shaft on Monte Crislo 
island, whore gold was found early iu 
March. There are layers of sand, wash 
gravel, rounded boulders and occasional 
logs of drift wood which has been frozen 
in its original state. The pieces of gold 
found were well rounded, showing that 
they had travelled quite a distance be- 
fore they finally settled on the ancient 
river bar. 

The Canadian government, through 
the local offleinls, hos granted three 
franchises of considerable importance 
during the week. A. B. Ferguson and 
two .associates. Skiff Mitchell and .John 
Lind, all Californians, will have the 
exclusive right to siipply the town of 
Dawson with water. A survey has been 
made up the Klondike and it is found 
that if the water is taken from the river 
at a point four miles abov(} Dawson, 
it can bo brought at a suflicient height 
by fluming, to allow the pipes to skirt the 
hills behind the town. W(n-k will be 
begun innnediately. 

The government has leased to Alexan- 
der Macdonald, tJio millionaire mine 
owner, all the water front from the gov- 
ernment reserve to the hospital grounds 
below Dawson. Openings for several 
streets and whar\-os for the commercial 
eompanioH are reserved. The considera- 
tion was ijJSO.OOO a year. The lease cov- 
ers much ground on the river bank that 
can be used for ofQees, stores, etc., and 
,the generaj belief is that McDonald will 
doable his money in a y^ar'on the rents. 
• The third franchise was for another 
■bridge which will cross the Klondike 
at the Bonanza creek portage, three 
miles np the river from Dawson. The 
suspension In-idge between Dawson and 
Klondike City is now half completed. 
A fare of 50 cents will be charged on 
each bridge. 

The Montana Kid, otherwise Mr. Kgan, 
and niaij-e.'irriei' \\'ilson, arrived in Daw- 
son sinmltaneously on April .">. having 
come from Dyea over the ice. Both men 
brought private mail and bundles of 
.Tanuary nowspaixTs. .'^llortly after tlieir 
arrival .Tmlge McCinire and several oth- 
er public-spirited citizens ciirralled tlu'ir 
news and ari'anged to give two readings 
for the benidit of the hospital. The 
readings were given iu a log cabin hall 
and an admission ■ fee of .'j!2..j0 was 
•diarged. The attendance at' both meet- 
ings was large and a comfortable sum 
was realized for the hospital. The news 
consisted mainly of the .sinking of the 
•CJbrotia, t^e sinking of the Maine, the 
■explosion on the Star of Nevada, the 
Klondike excitement in the outside cit- 
ies and the hanging of Durrnnt.. There 
were al.so some unverified war reports. 
At the conclusioji of the readings the 
newspapers were readily sold at the fol- 
■ lowing prices:. Seattle Post-Intelligenc- 
er, ,$1; San Francisco dailies, Si.2 to $2X>0. 
Sunday Esaminer of .January SOth, .f.l 
each. The papers were disposed of very 
rapidly. 

Warm weather has prevailed for Direo 
weeks and an early thaw is pre<licted. 
Men who have lived in the Yukon dis- 
trict for a number of years believe that 
iiidess the weather turns cold again in 
the next few weeks the Yukon river 
■will break during the lirst week in May. 
If this proves to bo the case the stenni- 
.crs noWk,at,.Fort Yukon will , probably 
;reach?Daw8on 'by: the first of- June. The 
temperature has rarely been below the- 



freezing point in three weeks. Dimng 
the day time the aun shines so brightly 
that the sni)w has melted away from the 
exposed spots and the trails over which 
lumber is being hauled to the mines 
are nearly ruined. The trails an' also 
badly out up by tin.' great number of 
(lams now being built in anticipation of 
the sluicing season. t)wing to tlie hunud 
atmosphere work was practically sus- 
pended in the mines on tlie lOth of 
March, a month sooner than waa expect- 
ed. The atmosphere is so heavy that 
the saioke from the lires in the drifts 
remains ia the tunnels and shafts I'm- 
days at a time, making it impossible foi^ 
the miners to go below. The shortening 
of the milling , season will .make quite a 
difCerenqe in the total output of the 
mines, for the reason that in many mines 
considerable prospecting had to be done 
to locate the pay streak, and now that 
it lias been found the loss of a few 
days' time -will make a difference of 
nnuiy thousands of (hdhirs in the total 
yield. The minors who are unable to 
get Inmljer at the sawmills or are un- 
able to haul it to their mines have gone 
(c> wliip-sn wing and saw-pits have been 
erected ou nearly every other claim iu 
the distri(.'t. price of lumber at the 

sawnulls has been raisi'd to .'i^.'iOO a thous- 
and. Xails are hard to get at .■?.'') a 
pound. 

These are lively times in D.-iwson. tlie 
closing of the mines and the arrival of 
a (pnintily of .Vmerican mail has brought 
linndreils of men from the gulches and 
the streets by day. and the saloons hy 
night are densely crowded. There is 
hut one dance hall open and tlie miners 
crowd into it in such numbers that it is 
almost impossible for one to olhow his 
way through the crowd. Tumniaiiy hall, 
the rival daueo hall, ■w'as closed two 
weeks ago because the supply of whiskey 
was e.vhanste<l. Several saloons have 
lately been forced to take the same 
step and there are now only four saloons 
running. The others are irationtly await- 
ing the arrival of a fi-esh supply of 
liiiuor. 

Moil with dog teams are arriving daily 
over the ice from Skagwiiy and Dyea. 
Four separate dog ti'ams came yesterday 
and there were oiw or two each on the 
precoeiliiig days. The men rei)ort the 
trail to be in a bad coiiditi<Hi between 
the roll.i- and Stewart rivers. One 
party brought in a roasted turkey that 
hud "been cooked and frozen in Seattle 
'I'he turkey was rallied off iu the Fioneer 
.saloon, there being 75 chances at If'J 
each. The owner of the turkey realized 
about .'<1-UI net on the venture. 

Dawson, April But little publii. 

news from the Tauana •(•oimtry .hu;- 
reached Dawson this winter, but |u-ivati 
advices have been received by several 
proiuiueut miniiig men and some of 
them have deeded to invest in .the creek 
ot promise in -Vmerican territory. Cap- 
tain llealy is credited with being at the 
head of the company wliich last weel 
sent ten prospectors, together with In 
dian Kiiides and dog teams, down the 
river towards the Tanana. These men 
are to receive $500 for the trip and owi 
ail interest iu whatever finds they maki 

The food problem is rapidly solving 
itself and there is now no doubt but that 
there will be encnigh supplies in camii 
to carrv the miners through until tlu 
arrival "of the provision steamer from 
h'ort Yukon. The de|iarture of from 
1,.")00 to 2,(10(1 men for Dyea during No- 
veniher, December and .Tanuary and the 
few Hundred who went to Circle City 
and Fort Yukon before the river closed 
ia a great ineaHure made it possible for 
those who remained to so increase their 
in rsoiiul supplies that famine becamr 
practically imiiossiblo. Another strong 
factor was the rigid economy practiced 
almost universally by the miners, all of 
whom anticipated famine in the spring. 
This wholesome fear of an impending 
famine led men to economize even in 
the smallest items. The price of provis- 
ions reinaiued fixed at an exorbitantly 
high figure until thre<' weeks ago when 
a dozen dog teams were sent post-haste 
to the coast with claims to .sell in tJi< 
outside citi<>s. Tb(> sudden departure of 
thirty or fortv men made it necessary 
for them to dispose of their provisions 
almost iit a inonient's notice aiid_ the 
street price of Hour dropped from i^oO to 
.fl." and .'?20. Other staples^ fell to a 
proportionately low figure. 'J'he prii'i 
of Jloiir rose again to ^;:>0 a sai'k, wlieri 
it wi\s checked by the news that th. 
T'liited States goveriiinent was seuiling 
in a relief expedition over the ice. The 
price has since remained practically sta- 
tiouarv, but it is predicted by many that 
since the expedition cannot possibly .ir- 
rive until after the river breaks and 
small boats can descend the Yukon, the 
price will reach a nmcli higher figure, 
^"Tiile the relief expedition will undoubt- 
ed& arrive too late to be of any material 
benefit this spring the coming will lie 
warmly welcome by the men now in 
Dawson. It is well known that with 
fi.OOO provisionless men to feed during 
the three months of summer the; t'.v 
oomniercial companies will he seriousi 
handicapped in their effort to store up 
chough supplies before September to sup 
ply the men during winter. The com- 
panies will have to supply twice as many 
men who will look wholly to them for 
provisions than they hud hist summer 
and winter, to say nothing of the tlious- 
unds of men who are coming here in the 
suinnier and who will ju-obably look to 
the conipiiiiies for iiartiul supiiort. Very 
little is expected of the steainship com- 
])aaies formed iu outside cities, for the 
r'u.son that they will encounter unfor- 
seen difllculties in the navigation of the 
Yukon river. Considering these facts 
there is little doubt in the minds of 
those in a position to know tJiat there 
will be serious danger of fatriine next 
winter, and although the United State 
relief expedition may be late in arriving 
this spring it niny bo the advance guard 
of other and larger exiieditioiis. The 
action of the United States government 
toward the miners who were this winter 
supposed to bo starving is warmly ap- 
plauded. The mitiers will buy all the 
l-rovisions the government seiuls in at 
cost prices.

GliAVES OF THE JIAINE'S DE.M). 

Unmarked and Uiicared For in Key 
West's l.lesolate CJcmelery. 

Key West, May (>.— On the outskirts of 
tlie town, where the small Spanish cot- 
tages are clustered, silent and sunburn- 
ed along the narrow street, is the city 
cemetery of Key West. Near tlie main 
entrance, which is guarded by a ciireak- 
iiig old wooden gate, om^ sees a cluster ol^ 
newly made graves. They are in (he 
I'ottor's Field — the jiart of the burying 
ground set apart fiu' tlu^ paiipia- dead. 
'I'hey are the graves of the heroes who 
lost their lives in the battleship -Meine 
in Havana harbor on the night of l"cb- 
niary lo, 1S08. There are twenty -lour 
of tliein nninarked. Above each mound 
of glistening white limestone soil a small 
American llag droops iu the fierce sun 
that beats down incessantly on the is 
land. The flags are faded and frayed 
When a broozo couics np from the ocean 
they flutter sadly for a moment and 
droop again to the scorche<l earth. On 
the centre of each mound is a small 
glass goblet which still Iiolds the dis 
colored and withered .stems of llowcrs. 
"They were put there by a lady from 
Philadelphia," said the dre.iniy (dd se.v 
ton. "but 1 don't know who she was. 
She came here aliout ten days after the 
bodies ■were buried and |iiit liowers on all 
the graves. 1 asked her who she ■was, 
but she said no matter." 

And these, the faded litt'o flags and 
tli(> withere(l stems' of liowers, are all 
that mark the resting place of the heroes 
of wlioni the civilized world has been 
talking since th(? fatal night almost tlir 
months ago. There is nothing else to toll 
the stranger who passes through the Pot 
ter's Field where the heroes of the Maine 
arc sleeping. 

The space ■whore tlie graves are was 
prepared evidently in grout haste. Near 
the little white niouuds ou all sides arc 
unsightly heaps of litter and rubbish 
In one spot stands an old henrso, wcith 
er beaten and ghostly in its loneliness 
and decay, lurching over in a disabled 
position, with broken ■windows and rag 
ged curtain. The se.xtou snid it had' once 
been used as the city hearse, but one day 
it brok(? down while carrying a liody 
to the Potter's Field, and" tlier(> it 
mains. In another place near the graves 
is a rubbish heap made up of old half- 
decayed caskets, two or three broken 
tombstones and an old wheelbarrow. To 
the north is a small iron enclosure, which 
marks the grave of Bridget E. Ilofrmau, 
who died in 1804, the only person buried 
there who had a name apparently. 

A'ery close to the twenty-four inounds 
is a group of thirty-si.^, marking the 
places whore that number of seamcu who 
died of yellow fever lie buried. The sex- 
ton is, however, unable to toll when 
they were interred. Nothing on the lit- 
tle twelve-inch slab at the head of each 
group tells the story of the life or death 
of the dead seamen. The names and the 
words United States Navy, alone are 
carved on the slabs. Rut nature, even 
with the barren liinerock below ami thc 
scorcliiug sun above, s«H'nis trying to do 
wh;it the hand of man has failed to do 
beautifying the graves. On one side a 
masf.ive gre(>n cactus lifts its puljiy foli 
age high in the air. Directly o|iiiosit( 
is a row of tropical trees iu full Idossom, 
which with every breeze cover the sun- 
browned mounds with beautiful scarlet 
liowers. Near another side of tin' little 
burial plot is a row of royal spruce pines 
which throw a shadow on the graves in 
the afternoon and through whose branch- 
es the sea breezes constantly sing when 
the sun has gone down. Rarely does 
any one visit the place. It is without 
can? or attention, a by-corner of the 
island, where for two centuries .Span 
iards, negroes and fisher folk have put 
away their d(»a(l and forgotten them. 

The cemetery is located ou a high iioiiil 
in about the middle of the island, an(i 
from it the great stretch of bine ocean 
may be seen on cither side, but half a 
mile distant. There is no soil there. The 
graves are' simply carved out of lime- 
stone rock. All day tho sun beats down 
on the barren white rock surface, until 
the scanty vegetation curls and cratdd 
in llie bent. Rarely is there a sound 
to break the nielaneholy silem e. Some- 
times one hoars the cry of the seabird 
overhead, or tho soft iiarrol-Mko V(dces 
of the Siiiinish children in Iht' Cotlages 
near by, but that is all. The voices from 
the warships out at sen, the clatter of 
commerce in the harbor, and the idle 
babble of the town never disturb the 
sleep of our hero sailors here in their 
rock-bound berths.
